1, SUMMARY! AMBASSADOR LEARSON, ASSISTANT L&GAL ADVISER

2, LOS AT THE 31ST UNq A I ZULETa OPENED THE DISCUSSION 

BY NOTING THAT ABOUT TWq-THIRDS OF THE PLENARY SPEECHES HAD 
EMPHASIZED THE IMPORTANCE OF ATTAINING An LOS CONVENTION, 

MOST OF THE SPEAKERS, HOWEVER, WERE FROM GDS OR STATES WITH 
SPECIAL INTERESTS WHILE VERY FEW OF THEM WERE FROM DEVELOPING 
COASTAL STATES. ZULETA SUGGESTED SARDONICALLY THAT PERHAPS 
THE LATTER BELIEVE THEY HAVE ALREADY ATTAINED MOST OF THEIR 
OBJECTIVES. 



3, PACEM IN MARIBUS CONFERENCE! ZULETA .CONFIRMED 
THAT IN ALL LIKELIHOOD HE WOULD ATTEND THE OCTOBER 25-27 
ALGIERS MEETING, PRIMARILY TO DISCUSS PLANS AND ARRANGEMENTS 
FOR INTERSESSIQNAL CONSULTATIONS WITH EVENSON, £NGO AND 
OTHER MAJOR PERSONALITIES INVOLVED IN LOS NIGOTI AT IONS , 

HE WOULD EMPHASIZE TO THEM THE IMPORTANCE OF THESE 
INTERSESSI ONAL CONSULTATIONS TO PREPARE FOR THE SPRING

INDONESIA, MALAYSIA AND SR I LANKA WOULD ATTEND, AFRICAN 
AND ARAB PARTICIPATION WAS LESS CLEAR. 

6, LEARSON NOTED THE IMPORTANCE OF GETTING AT LEAST 
FIVE KEY ARAB STATES TO GENEVA, QXMAN * AFTER COMMENTING 
ON THE INCONSISTENCY BETWEEN ARAB POSITIONS IN COMMITTEES 
ONE AND TWO, OBSERVED THAT THE ARAB APPROACH WAS VERY 
UNCLEAR. THE ARABS APPEAR TO HAVE ALLOWED ALGERIA, WHOSE 
APPROACH IS DIFFERENT FROM THE OTHERS, TO TAKE THE LEAD 
IN ADVOCATING A TOUGH STAND ON THE ENTERPRISE WHILE 

AT THE SAME TIME CRITICIZING THE ECONOMIC ZONE WHICH MOST 

OF THEM WANT. IT WAS VIRTUALLY IMPOSSIBLE TO 

NEGOTIATE WITH COUNTRIES WHICH WANT TO KEEP ALL THEIR OP T I ON 8 

OPEN, ZULETA OBSERVED THAT THE ARABS SEEMED TO BE PLAYING
